BELGRADE, Nov. 17. — An acuto political 
crisis prevails hero. The radical party do- 
clinea to give further support to tho Govern- 
ment on tho ground that its policy is being 
directed by ex-King Milan. Tho radicals 
want M. Raaigs, the new minister to St. 
Petersburg, aa premier. Tlio King oppoaos 
this.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17. — In anticipation 
of the condition of affairs which would arise 
should tho Provisional Government give 
MiniBter Willis his passports, tho adminis- 
tration adopted tho extraordinary courso of 
providing him with independent authority 
to command tho naval forcea of the harbor 
of Honolulu. Under tho ordinary 
rules of international law Mr. Wil- 
lis would not bo minister if hie 
passports woro given by tho Provisional 
Government and ho would havo no author- 
ity to call on the naval force8 of thia coun- 
try for any purpoao whatever. To guard 
against thia contingency orders to the com- 
manding officers of tho naval forces were 
given him, aigned by tho President, direct- 
ing tho commanding otlicera to olisy any or- 
ders coming from WilliB regardless of his 
oflicial relations to tho Hawaiian Govern- 
ment. 

The possibility of Minister Willis not be- 
ing able to carry out the programme peace- 
ably of the restoration of tho Queen and 
amalgamation of tho Provisional Govern- 
ment with her Administration, makes all 
interested in, tho movement ill at ease. 
Constcjttently nowa from Hawaii ia awaited 
with more earnestness by tho Administra- 
tion thun the general public. It is learned 
that the forces of the Provisional Govern- 
ment, though small, are well organized 
and disciplined, and moat of them aro 
BharpshooterB. It ia sa'd 2,000 picked men 
are provided with arms at Honolulu and 
enrolled in drilled companies. They havo 
been trained for two months pastas a safe- 
guard [ugainst any royalist uprising in the 
islands. These companies arc made up of 
whito men largely. Eighteen rapid firing 
guns aro included in tho militia, the equip- 
ment of arms being Winchester riiles. This 
force would be superior to what the men-of- 
war at Honolulu could put on shore, but no 
one Beems to believe that any resistance will 
bo made should tho marines actually be 
landed. 

Sa.v Fkancisco, Nov. 17.— Charles R. 
Bishop, ouo of the moat prominent residents 
of Honolulu, who is on a visit to this city, 
when asked for his views on tho situation ot 
tho islands, said ; 

1 Should tho Queen be restored to the 
throne it ia doubtful whether the mon- 
archy could be maintained without tho 
support of tho government of the United 
States. Even with that backing there 
might bo disturbance. From what 1 am 
told, I think tho feeling in Honolulu ia 
very string against tho restoration of the 
Queen, But had it not been for her efforta to 
overthrow tho constitution and to reject a 
cabinet in which tho people had confidence, 
aho might bo reigning still. It looks now 
aa if tho beat way out of tho diflicultiea there 
would bo annexation to tho United States 
and the eatabliahment of a territorial form 
of government. There ia moro unity of senti- 
ment at Honolulu ugainst the restoration of 
Queen Lilioukalnui than against a mon- 
archial form of government. Associated in 
tho movement that resulted in deposing the 
Queen were a number of English business 
men and others who do not favor annexa- 
tifjn to tho United Stales. They would 
much prefer tho creation of a regency to 
govern until Princess Kaiulani shall come of 
uge, if such an arrangement could be 
brought about. But a great majority of 
tho whitca unquestionably favor annexa- 
tion." 

C. L. Wright, president of the Hawaiian 
railroad, who is also on a visit, talked 
freely thia morning on ufiaira on the 
Islands. " It's safe to say," ho aaid, " that 
!);) per cent, of the whito population of 
Hawaii arc in full sympathy with the 
Provisional Government aa opposed to tho 
restoration of monarchy. Supporters of 
the Queen, almost without exception, are 
people who have un ax to grind, and who 
hope for royal favor or patrouugo of some 
Bort. The present Government ia made up 
of men of tho highest standing in tho busi- 
ness community. Not more than one of 
them can be said to have bettered his posi- 
tion by taking nflion. Do I favor annexa- 
tion? Frankly, no, though I am myself an 
American citizen by birth and am an Amer- 
ican consul. I think that an elective fornr 
of government should be established 
under an American protectorate. llut 
I would like to Bee tho men now at tho 
head of afl'iira coutinuod in power, The 
great difficulty in the way of annexation is 
tho need of cheap labor in augar planta- 
tions, I do not seo now that difficulty 
could be overcome under annexation. Hut 
as for monarchy, Hawaii will luivo no moro 
of that. 



HONOLULU STEAMER 

Detained for a Day at Sun Francisco— Specula- 
tion as to How Minister Thurs- 
ton's Package Went. 

Washington, Nov. 17. — A telegram was 
received in thia city yesterday from Sun 
Francisco, informing tho Hawaiian minister 
that the steamer Monowui, Oceanic line, 
scheduled to sail to day for Honolulu, would 
bo detained until to-day. No reason was 
given. There was a steamer sailing yester- 
day from Victoria, B.C., on the Canadian 
Pacific Hire, that will stop at Honolulu, and 
it was barely possible that Thurston's packet 
had been forwarded to that port by wire 
by Wilder, in the hope of scouring nn ad- 
vantage over tho government. Thurston 
said this morning there was no news and no 
churigo in tho situation at thia end, Tho Ha- 
waiian legation hero takes very little slock 
in many thenrien that have been advanced 
in the absence of facta in regard to the coup 
d'etat with the President. Littlo or no 
credence is placed in tho statement of this 
government that It will endeavor to arrange 
an amnesty or combination government 
under tho queen.

STORM OFF IGREAT BRITAIN. 

Numerous Casualties Expected— Tremendously 
Heavy Seas Sweeping the (Jouat. 

London, Nov. 17.— A heavy gala set in 
yesterday on tho western and southern 
coasts of Groat Britain, and it ia thought 
that tho maritime casualties will bo great. 
Tramondoualy heavy seas are ravaging tho 
coaata, and many vcsboIb havo had much 
difficulty in reaching port. Tho schooner 
Favorite, of Ilfrucombe, was Been last night 
stoggering along under short canvas off 
Bristol, but aho soon afterwards disap- 
peared. Sho capsized or filled and Bank, 
carrying all on board with her. Thia morn- 
ing tho galo waa blowing with unabated 
vigor. Tho Britiah steamer Boileau, a ves- 
sol of 840 tons, belonging to Cardiff, put 
back to Barry, where she arrived thia even- 
ing. Four men, who were aaid to havo been 
auved from her when aho waa reportod lost, 
loft her in a small boat for tho purpose of 
giving ussistanco to a vessel near by that 
waa Hying a Bignal of distress. After they 
had pulled a short diatanco from tho 
steamer a squall camo up and tho stoamer 
wiib lost sight of. Aa aho waa not afterwards 
seen by tho men who hud loft her, they 
supposed she had foundered.

Review of Troops by His Majesty— 
Address Invoking 1 Their 
Fidelity. 

Berlin, Nov. 1G — Emperor William for- 
mally opened tho Reichstag to-day. In his 
oponing address tho Emperor thanked the 
body for complying with his demand at the 
assembling in July for tho passago of bills 
for the inarease of the army effective and 
declared that the evidence of warm 
sympathy he had lately received in various 
parts of tho empire gave ovidenee of the 
groat satisfaction of the nation that the 
army had obtained an organization which 
guarantees protection of the fatherland and 
the preservation of peace. It would bo the 
chief duty of the present Reichatag to 
provide tho increased means made neces- 
sary by increase of the army, and to 
fix definitely the proportions of revenue 
to bo contributed by tho various states of 
tho Empire. Bills to this end would bo 
submitted, also bills relative to taxation of 
tobacco and wine and the levying of Im- 
perial stamps. He said commercial treaties 
had been concluded with Spain, Roumania 
and Servia. It had been found necessary 
to raise the Russian import duties to an 
unuaual degree, but it waB hoped that the 
pending negotiations with Russia would 
load to the abrogation of these measures. 
He said there had been no change in the re- 
lations with foreign governments, and closed 
with a hope that the blessings of peace 
would continue to abide with the nation. 
The speech was warmly cheered. 

BKRLIN, Nov. 16 — While tho opening of 
the session of tho Reichatag waa proceeding 
in the whito hall another scene was taking 
placo outside the caatle. Inside the Em- 
peror waB demanding increased army ex- 
penses, while outside detachment after de- 
tachment of troops were arriving from Ber- 
lin, Spandau, Charlottenburg and Lichten- 
feld barracks, who had taken tho oath of 
allegiance to Emperor William. The troops 
took up positions in a quadrangle facing tho 
white hall. Moat of them wore white hel- 
mela. For tho first time in tho history 
of Prussian troops on an occosion like 
this tho men carried no rifles ; side 
arms wero tho only weapons carried. All 
the soldiers were on foot. Eich regiment 
had a band. Within the hollow Equare formed 
by the troops were two altars facing the 
castle. At tho windows stood the Empress 
and Princess viewing the spectaclo. At 
12; 45 p.m. Emperor William, heading a 
color company, which carried flags of all 
regiments, guards and several army troops, 
advanced from St. George'a court yard into 
tho centre of tho squaro. Thereupon tho 
ProteBtant and Catholic chaplains made 
short addressee, after which a BtafT officer 
read the oath of allegiance, to which the 
brigade responded separately. Tho Emperor 
then delivered a brief addresa to the men. 
He said : 

"You havo sworn allegiance to me in 
the presence of 3od. You thus at the same 
moment became my aoldiera 'and my com- 
rades. You havo tho honor of belonging to 
my Guard, and of being stationed in aud 
round my residence at the capital. You 
are called upon first to protect mo against 
foreign and internal foes. Be faithful, 
aud don't forget your honor ia mine."

Preparations are being made for 
tho construction of "lifts" in all the 
Queen's numerous country homes, and un- 
til tho work ia completed Bho will confine 
herself to Windsor and Balmoral, both of 
which are so provided.

SEALING KEGULATIONS. 



Negotiations Progressing to Put Them 
Into Effect Before Legislative 
Action is Taken. 



No Nation Can Lend Its Flag to 
Vessels Nullifying the 
Agreement 



Washington, Nov. 17.— Senator Morgan, 
who was one of the arbitrators on the part 
of tho United States in the Behring Sea 
matter is utilizing the Congressional recess 
to put in shape tho findings which were 
promulgated last summer, together with the 
deciaion of the several arbitrators. They 

11 be printed in Paria and diBtributed 
thenco by the agenta of tho government of 
the United Statea and Great Britain 
on January 1st, next. In connection 
with this matter, naturally Senator Morgan 
haa been in conference with Secretary Gres- 
ham, and yeaterday was with him at the 
State Department from .4 o'clock to 5. The 
discussion waa of Behring Sea uffairs ex- 
clusively. Negotiations are progressing be- 
tween the two governments with a view to 
putting into ifiVot the regulations govern- 
ing the- protection ond killing of Beuls 
as recommended by the Tribunal of Arbitra- 
tion by joint action of tho pat ties; but only 
as regards Behring Sea, and while waiting 
for concurrent legislative action, its pro- 
visions, it is thought, might properly bo ex- 
tended to the surface over which a closed 
period is to be maintained by executive 
order, part of the year by the terms 
of tho decisions of the tribunal. 

It was thia interview which gavo rtBO to 
tho reports printed to day, that whilo the 
Department of State in Washington is ar- 
ranging to secure tho formal acceptance by 
tho Governments of Russia, China, Japan 
and Korea of tho findings of the tribunal, 
so far us t he position of these countries is 
concerned, with a view to making tho regula- 
tionB as i ffdotive as possible} they may bo 
enforced" either by executive order or legis- 
lation. Tho latter method will probably be 
adopted. In tho meantime, however, a 
proclamation by the President and of tho 
Blitish consul may carry out the proposal of 
the tribunal. 

Tho Senator when spoken to said that 
nearly every maritime nation in Europe was 
invited to join an international agreement 
to protect the seals from pelagic deat ruction 
and they declined on the grounds that they 
wero not sufficient ly interested to war- 
rant them in entering into such a compact. 
"Now, aa an original pr 'position, it might be 
conceivable that Germany, for instance, 
should license her vessi-.ls to search for Beals, 
but it is not conceivable that after de- 
claring tho had no interest in the 
basinets, and after the nations which 
aro interested had made an agreement 
to protect the seals, that aho should lend 
her flag to vessels bent on nullifying that 
agreement. In that event, however, any 
nation that lends ita flag to such an under- 
taking would find itself under such a load 
of condemnation that if would soon with- 
draw from that position."

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, Nov. 17.— John Hawkins, 
ugont of tho Shipowners' Association of Sun 
Francisco, is in tho city, on muritimo busi- 
ness. 

A, G. Ferguson is to build a very hund- 
somo block on tho corner of Hastings and 
Richards streots. It will ho fitted with 
electric heaters and all modern improve- 
ments. 

Arthur Bouillon was soon by a residont of 
Vancouver at tho Sherbrooko, P. Q., hospi- 
tal, Biifferinr; from a pistol shot wound in- 
flicted by himself. Bouillon left Vancou- 
ver a short time ago to got married, having 
rocoivod word from his sweethoart to como 
homo for that purpose. On his arrival, tho 
father of tho girl refused to sanction the 
match, whereupon Bouillen attempted to 
kill himself through disappointment. 

Sansjster, who ran amuck on Dupont 
street somo time ago, shooting at random 
with a revolver and killiug Tom, an In- 
dian, came beforo tho Supreme court to- 
day. Lawyer Wilson, on the prisoner's 
behalf, said that ho wished to pleurl guilty 
to manslaughter, and asked Mr. Jus- 
tice Drake to change tho charge 
from murder to manslaughter, tho 
extenuating circumstances being that 
tho young mans relatives wore ren- 
dered crazy by tho use of liquor and tho 
prisoner had inhorited the taint. Justice 
Drako said it was beyond his power to 
alter tho ohargo. Tho Attorney General 
would have to ho appealed to, Mr. WilBon 
replied that tho prisouor ploaded guilty 
of manslaughter. Sangator did not 
hear what tho Justice said, but 
judging from his manner, ho thought ho 
was to be hung. Ho changed color, growing 
ashy pale and leaned heavily on the dock. 
When asked if he had anything to say, he 
attempted to spouk but only succeded in 
muttering incohorontly. Juatico Drako auid 
ho conldn't sufficiently deploro the custom 
of carrying firearms. If tho accused had 
not had a revolver, he would not be stand- 
ing in tho priBtmora dock under a terrible 
charge, and poor Tom, the Indian, would no the 
gooo to his long account. He hoped his 
crime would always lie heavy on his con- 
Bcienco and that full ropeutanco would fol- 
low. Ho waa a young man, apparently not 
of a low, vicious typo, and, reviewing tho 
whole circumstances of the case, the court 
was disposed to be lenient. Tho sontenco 
of the court waa that he bo .sent to the peni- 
tentiary for twelve yoarB, and he hoped 
whon he came out he would leave liquor 
alone and become a respectable citizen. 

WESTMINSTER. 

New Westminster, Nov. 17. — The Pit- 
tondrigh murder caso was continued to-day, 
and it is likely all the ovidonoo will bo iu 
beforo tho court rises this evoning and the 
case go to the jury to-morrow. Tho judge, 
jury and couuboI in the Marshall murder 
went to Huntingdon this morning to view 
the whole situation and tho court will re- 
sumo to-morrow. 

A number of jurors and witnease8 went to 
Vancouver this morning to attend tho Van- 
couver Assize, which, however, has been fur 
ther adjourned till next week. Thia cauBod 
much discontent to the partiea summoned 
from thiB city, who think they might have 
notified and saved tho trouble of the jour- 
ney. 

A telegram received this morning states 
that the steamer William Irving was unable 
to get up the river as far as Hope owing to 
the low water, and tho cattle sho waa to 
bring down will therefore have to bo driven 
down to Chilliwack and shipped from thero.

MYSTERIOUS "LA PALOMA," 



Was Sunday's Wreck on the AVest 
Coast That of the Stolen 
Seattle Steamer i' 



The Story of Hardship Related by 
the Survivors of the 
Trading - Craft. 



Tho Nanaimo correspondence of tho Col- 
nist yesterday contained news of tho wrock 
of a small trading vessel from this city, on 
the \\ cat Coast, last Sunday, but did not 
givo tho namo of tho unfortunate craft. 
Liter information iB to tho effect that tho 
wrecked vessol was known as " La Paloma," 
and that sho loft Victoria about November 1 
with a full cargo of supplies, her owners, 
captain and crew being Messrs. Stanloy 
Fraser and James Jamieson. These gentle- 
men are supposed to bo now in Victoria, 
though they could not bo located at any of 
tho city hotels yesterday. 

Strungo to Bay, the La Paloma is not 
known at tho Custom House, and certain it 
is that sho did not clear in the usual way on 
her lust voyage. Ciroumstancea point to 
the conclusion that aho is no othor than 
the loBt Seattle steamer Paloma, which ao 
mysteriously disappeared. Tho story of 
the wreck ia thus told by Frasor in the 
Nanaimo Telegram : 

" We left Victoria at 7:20 a.m. on tho first 
of November in tho sloop La Paloma of Vic- 
toria. After leaving wo had a fine run 
down tho Straita as far aa San Juan. It 
waa a bright clear day, but at nightfall the 
wind began to increase and kept freshening 
tho whole night, so that in tho morning wo 
were in tho middle of a porfect gale with a 
wicked aea, tho weather also was thick 
with a heavy fog and rain, windS.E. I 
may say that wo wero on a trading expedi- 
tion np tho West coast, tho sloop was laden 
with genorcl morohandiso of tho value of a 
few hundred dollars, The weather was 
thick all night. 

"At break of day wo could seo tho out- 
lino of a point which is at tho entrance of 
Pacheua Bay. Wo ran into tho bay and 
dropped our anchor, but as there was no 
holding ground wo dragged ashore on a 
ledge of rocks, and as tho sea kept pound- 
ing hor on tho rocks her whole Bide soon got 
smashed in and aho became a total wreck. 
Tho tide waa ebb at tho time — and wo hold 
on to tho mast until wo wero able to jump 
off her with safety. Wo gathered up a 
couple of blankets and with somo apples 
aaved from the wreck walked along the 
beach towards Cape Beale. 

"Wo struck a Siwash shack half a mile 
from the wreck. It was uninhabited and 
we stopped thore five days, tho weather 
being so bad wo could not vory well loavo. 
Wo lived on apples all that time. From 
thero wo walked to the lighthouse, whore 
Mr. Cox, the lighthouse keeper, took ub in 
and treated us very kindly. Wo stayed 
there five days, and on tho arrival of a Si- 
wash in a canoo with tho mail for tho 
lighthouse we took passage with him for 
Alherni. The trip thero was slow, with a 
head wind all the way. It took us two 
days to reach Albcrni. From Albomi we 
wulked hero, and felt pretty weary when we 
got in. Wo return by train to Victoria." 

Good-looking young women who travel on 
the tops of Paris omnibuses are threatened 
with a aorious danger. Thero ia a man, says 
the Paris correspondent of tho ' Daily Tele- 
graph,' with fiscinatiug eyes going about 
who is called tho ' peripitotic nypnotizer,' 
and every fomalo who falls a victim to his 
glaro becomes as unconscious as any of the 
subjects of tho Sulpetriero Hospital. Tho 
latest victim of tho mesmerist or hypnotizer 
is a young dressmaker, who was traveling 
on a 'bus from tho Wine Market to tho 
Placo Pigulle. When tho vehiclo stopped 
at tho last mentioned placo ovorybody had 
to get down. The dressmaker did not do 
bo, and the conductor was surprised to find 
her not only fast asleep, but absolutely 
proof against his most energetic attempts to 
wake her up. After innumerable and un- 
availing pushos, shakes, and pinches, tho 
conductor, aidod by his driver, carried the 
somnolent seamstress to a chemist's shop, 
where sho waa recalled to consciousness. 
Her trance lasted nearly two hours. On 
awakening she said that a young man who 
was noar her on tha top of tho 'bus had 
fixed his eyes firmly on hor, and Kho fell 
asleep almost immediately. Tho 'bus con 
ductor stated to tho police that thero had 
beon a young man near tho dressmaker, 
but ho could only givo vaguo description 
of tho dress and appearance of tho t.ravolcr 
with tho basilisk glare, who ia now being 
sought for by detectives,

els in the second wesk in November, 1892, 
and 5,383,000 bushels in tho corresponding 
week of 1891. Genoral trade in Ontario is 
quiet and without featuro, notwithstanding 
the colder weather, which has caused a bet- 
ter feeling in dry goods. Buckwheat is be- 
ing shipped to the United States freely. In 
the Province of Quebec the country roads 
are reported good, and farmers are busy 
with fall plowing. The outlook for retail 
trade points to improvement, although in- 
formed merchants expect that heavy stocks 
at the olose of tho year will be the rule. 
The outlook for cold weather in 
Nova Scotia has stimulated the de- 
mand for dry goods fura and fuel. 
Collections at Halifax are only fair and tho 
catch during tho fishing season haa been 
moderate.

Tho volume of business 
firms failing in the previous week was

fore being larger east and Bouth. 

PORT T<JWNSEND. 

Arrival of a Ship From Shanghai With an 
Unknown Disease on Board 
—Collision. 

Port Townsemd, Nov. 17.— (Special. j— 
The British ship Hilston, 43 days from 
Shanghai, arrived to-day and waa ordered 
temporarily quarantined. During her paa- 
sage two seamen died from an unknown 
cause and were buried at Bea. On her 
arrival three seamen were reported as ser- 
iously ill ulso suffering from some malady 
unknown to the health officials. Tho vessel 
had no health certificate from tho American 
Consul »t Shanghai. Pending instructions 
from Washington tho vessel will remain 
quarantined. 

While coming into port this morning tho 
Bteamer Willapa oame into collision with 
the burkentiue Chehalis, carrying away the 
latter's jlbboom and forward rigging. 

GERMAN GAMBLING TRIALS. 

Two of the Prisoners Convicted and Sentenc- 
ed to Both Fine and Imprisonment. 

BEMJN, Nov. 17. — The second Hanover 
gambling trial ended to-day in tho convio. 
tion of two of tho five prisoners who woro 
charged with making a trade and practico 
of usury. Hirsch and Holman, tho gambling 
agentp, were found guilty, and were each 
sontenoed to two years and six months im- 
prisonment and to pay a line of 3,000 marks. 
Guhl, Sohwiolzer and Krain were acquitted. 
Guhl and Schwielzer are women. 



Movement of Warships In the Caribbean Sen 
and South Atlantic— The St. 
Nicholas .Mole, 

Washington, Nov. 17.— Tho cruiser San 
Francisco reached port from Leon, Costa 
Rioa, yestorday, and a despatch reporting 
her arrival there was received at tho Navy 
Department this morning. When the cor- 
votto Koarsarge has completed hor duty in 
connection with tho trial of the cruiser 
Columbia bIio will sail Southward to co- 
operate with the San Francisco in look- 
ing after American intereata in Cuba 
and Hayti. Thia new assignment of 
naval vessels is in accordance with 
tho present policy of tho Navy department 
to keep warships near placoa whoro Ameri- 
can interests are sufficiently largo to war- 
rant a show of force for thoir protection, in 
tho ovent of revolutionary diaturbanca, and 
with tho two veBsels named in tho Atlantic, 
and tho Alliance on the west coast of South 
America, there is leaa likelihood than ro- 
oently of a disregard for tho United Statea. 
Tho San Franciaco will cruise up and down 
the eadi, coast of Contral America, while 
the Kearsargo will look after affairs 
in Hayti. At thia time, the duty of the 
Kearsarge is particularly important in view 
of tho endeavors to bo made by tho United 
States to secure the Saint Nicholas Mole for 
a coaling station. Care will, however, be 
taken not to mako tho error of Admiral 
Gherardi in appearing in tho harbor of Port 
au Prince and cauaing an end to the 
negotiations when nearing conclusion, for 
tho cession of tho Mole to this Government 
by tho presenco of his lleot. Tho Haytian 
Government was induced to believe that 
Admiral Gherardi camo to force it into an 
agreement transferring tho ubo of the Molo 
to the United States, and on this ground it 
refused to treat further. 






MINING CON KERENCE. 

Tho Strike In England Discussed Under lord 
Roscbery's Chairmanship. 

London, Nov. 17. — Tho confereneo be- 
tween tho Mino Owners' Association and 
delegates from tho Miners' Federation waa 
held to-day at tho Foreign Otlico under tho 
chairmanship of Lord Kouebery. Tho 
question of ending tho strike was discussed 
in all its bearing). It iB reported tho con- 
ference finally agrcod to submit the question 
at, issuo to Lord Hoocbory and accept his 
decision in tho matter. 



LITTLE IN THEM. 

Itcal Inwardness of all the Stories Put Alloat 
to Discredit a Great Institution. 

London, Nov. 17. — Tho Daily Telegraph, 
in its financial article, says : It is stated 
that the total loss to the Bank of England 
through Chief Cashier May's advances on 
unsound securities will not exceed §100,000. 
Thero is no reason to expect that thero will 
be any important reduction in tho next 
dividend. 

Tho Times, in its financial columns, saya 
the character of tho rumora ia now well un- 
derstood and that tho " beara " have un- 
doubtedly been repurchasing. " Wo still 
think, however, that tho bank would bo 
well advised to break its customary reti 
cence and mako known how email is tho 
basis of fact on which the rumors rest,' 

It iB stated on good authority that tho 
bank's connection with bad financiering is 
practically limited to its transaction in a 
South American and Mexican company, 
which has been ventilated in tho courts, 
and the fact that there havo been irregular- 
ities ia confined to allowing favored cus- 
tomers to substitute leaa desirable securities 
for those upon which the money was origin- 
ally lent. 

New York, Nov. 17.— The reports cir- 
culated from London regarding the alarm- 
ing rumors affecting the management of the 
Bank of England are not creditod in Wall 
street. Largo houses with European con 
nection are satisfied from the advices that 
the rumors aro unfounded.

VICTORIA'S DETRACTORS. 

The evidence that a systematic attempt is 
being made to injure Victoria in certuin 
quarters is both strong and abundant;. Al 
most every stranger who visits this city 
tolls of the disparaging way in which it is 
spoken of in Vancouver and elsewhere, and 
of the attempts that were made to deter 
him from coming here. Such is the way in 
which Victoria is misrepresented and tra- 
duced that the strangers who do come are 
surprised to find it such a beautiful and such 
a flourishing city. 

This studied detraction of Victoria is pur- 
suod in oonneetion with the Canadian- Aus- 
tralian lino of steamers. We are informed 
that matters aro so managed in Australia 
that it is with difficulty that tickets can 
be had for Victoria, and as wo have seen, 
attempts have been mado to take freight 
intended for Victoria past our warehouses 
and land it iu Vancouver, thereby causing 
great inconvenienee and unnecessary delay. 
Shippers, wo understand, have had consid- 
erable difficulty in gottiug tho mistake cor- 
rected. There seems to be a determination 
to ignore Victoria and to do the business of 
tho steamships as if no such city existed on 
the Pacific Coast. We have ono of the 
forms of the bill of lading used by shippers 
at tho Australian end of tho line before us, 
and the city of Victoria is not once men- 
tioned in it. Tho atoamships are described 
as bound for Vancouver via Brisbane and 
Honolulu. No ono who reads tho bill of 
lading would for a moment imagine 
that Victoria is the first port 
on the Pucific CoaBt at which 
the steamers aro bound to call and to which 
a very large proportion of thoir cargoes are 
consigned. Neither tho Steamship Com- 
pany nor tho Australian shippers are re- 
sponsible for this persistent ignoring of 
Victoria. They, when the line was estab- 
lished, know very little about tho British 
Columbia cities and their relative import- 
ance. They had necessarily to depend 
upon information and advico obtained from 
persona at this end of tho route. What thu 
nature of that information and advico waecan 
oasily bo seen from tho character of tho ar- 
rangements that havo been made and from 
the treatment that Victoria has received. 
The parties who havo schemed to injure and 
ignore Victoria uro pretty well known here 
and their efforts are duly appreciated. It 
may not bo pleasant for them to know that 
thoir contemptible little game is seen 
through by Victorians, and they will not re- 
joico when thoy find that in spite of all their 
eflorts to injure Victoria's business, her trado 
goes on increasing at a most encouraging 
rate. 

Wo trust that tho citizens of Victoria 
will, on all proper occasions and in all fair 
and legitimate ways, stand up for their city 
and not permit hor to be either ignored or 
misrepreaeuted by her enemies without mak 
ing vigorous efforts to havo her claims to 
consideration recogni/.ed and her truo posi 
tion mado cloarly known. It ia unwise for 
thorn to bo silent while thoir city and their 
businosa are misrepresented. It is not 
necessary for them to rotaliate, to roturn 
railing for railing, but thoy should, like our 
respected correspondent "Victoria First, " 
whoao lotter wo have just received, say 
what can bo said in favor of Victoria, 
boldly and vigorously. This is not tho timo 
for Victorians to effaco thomaolvea or to 
allow othera to efface them. 



avorago intelligence can form his own the- 
ories and do hia own guessing with respect 
to tho courso to be pursued by tho United 
States Government in Hawaii, with tho cer- 
tainty that ho is likely to bo quito as near 
tho truth as tho tolegraphio correspondents 
of tho newspapers. All that thoy havo 
to build their aurmises upon is Mr. 
Gresham'a letter to tho President. Of 
tho instructions given to Mr. Willis, 
tho now Minister to Honolulu, and of tho 
information which tho Government has re- 
ceived from him tho public know absolutely 
nothing. Whon tho reader peruses tho 
tho concluding paragraph of Mr. Gresham'a 
lotter, he Knows as much about tho United 
States Government's intentions with regard 
to Hawaii us tho best-informed of tho news- 
paper correspondents. This is how Secre- 
tary Gresham concludes his lettor : 

Should not the great wrong done to a 
feeble but independent state by an abuse of 
tho authority of the United States bo un- 
done by restoring tho legitimate Govern- 
ment ? Anything abort of that will not, 1 
submit, satisfy tho demands of juBtico, 
Can tho United States coneistantly insist 
that other nations shall respeot tho inde- 
pendence of Hawaii whilo not respecting it 
themselves ? 

Our Government was tho first to recog- 
nizo tho independence of tho Wands, aud 
should bo tho last to acquire sovereignty 
over them by force und fraud. 

It is not, wo think, very hard to foreseo 
what tho Government, which allowed Mr. 
Gresham'a letter to be published, intend to 
do with respect to Hawaii. How or when 
it will make tho Hawaiian Government tho 
reparation which Secretary Gresham admits 
to bo its due, is not known, but that Presi- 
deut Cleveland will right tho wrong done by 
the representative of tho United States to 
tho deposed Queen, as far as it can bo 
righted, may bo taken for certain. Tho 
government was taken from her, it ia ad- 
mitted, by force and fraud, and it is certuin 
that President Cleveland will not allow tho 
United Statea to benefit, oither directly or 
indirectly, by an advantage obtained by 
such means. 



QUEBEC'S FINANCES. 

A good deal has been heard ubout tho finan- 
cial condition of tho Province of Quobec. 
The world was told that its Governments had 
plunged recklessly into debt, und that they 
had, besides, kept on spending much more 
than the rovonue. Tho Mercier Government 
added to this profuse expenditure corruption 
that was theretofore unparalleled in this 
Dominion. When the present Government, 
of which Mr. Hull is Financo Minister, came 
into power, tho finances of the Provinco wero 
in a most deplorablo condition, and taxation 
that was both heavy and unpopular had to 
be reaorted to iu order to maintain tho cro- 
dit of tho Provinco. The present adminis- 
tration cut down tho expenditure and econ- 
omized in various ways, and tho result is 
that this year tho revenue exceeds the ex- 
penditure. The surplus ia not a largo ono, 
but the Government deserves great credit 
for having so manoged tho affairs of tho 
Province that thero is a surplus of oven ono 
dollur. 

Tho ordinary revenue, according to tho 
Montreal Gazette, was, last year, $4,391,- 
770, and tho ordinary expenditure, $4,190,- 
248, thus giving a surplus of $:201,2;iS.

ABOUT HA WAIL 



Although very littlo is known or can bo, 
for sorno littlo timo known ubout what is go- 
ing on in Hawaii, tho nows catoror cannot re- 
sist the tetnptatiou of wiring columns of the- 
ories and Burmiaos as to what ought to be 
done and what is going to bo dono on thoso 
Islands. These gentlemeu aro very shrewd 
aud sharp, but they aro neithor prophets 
uor atatesmon. Tho newspaper reader of 



The Government, it will bo observed, has 
aueceeded by careful and economical man- 
agement, in reducing the ordinary expendi- 
ture by the the very considerable sum of 
$800,000 and in converting a deficit of more 
than $1,500,000 into a aurpluB of over 
$200,000." 

This iB the result of about a year and a 
hulf of honest und careful administration. 
When Mr. Mercier wub driven from power 
by an indignant people whose confidence ho 
had shamefully abused, tho Provincial debt 
was in tho neighborhood of $35,000,000, of 
which about $13,000,000 wero embraced in 
floating liabilities, Tho largeness of Que- 
bec's debt is accounted for by tho fact that 
its Government, como years ago, Rdopted 
tho policy of subsidising railways. The 
liabilities it contracted for this purposo 
amount to $22,365,000, and the Government 
is still under obligation to pay about $3,- 
800,000 for this purpose. It is generally 
believed that tho Province did not got good 
valuo for this immense sum — that much of it 
wua wuated. But the era of waste und ex- 
travagance in Quobec appears to bo past, 
and tho people of Quebec, aa long as its 
present Government is in power, may do- 
pond upon tho public money being honestly 
und judiciously expended. 



SOMETHING S U UPRISING. 

It must striko ovcry ono who thinks over 
tho mutter us boing very singular that 
although Canadian cattle aro excludod from 
Great Britain becauBo they aro auspectod of 
being taintod with disease, there is not a 
traco of that disease— pleuro-pneumonia 
in tho whole Dominion of Canada, As is 
well known, it is irr.posBiblo to conceal this 
pest if it onco obtains a foothold in a 
country. It is not only a deadly diBOuse, 
but it is highly contagious. If it mado ita 
appeurunco in a district, hundreds of 
animals would probably bo infected beforo 
ita oxiatoneo was diacovered, und it would 
be neceBaary to kill whole herds to pre- 
vent ita spreading over tho country. But 
wo havo not heard or road of ono singlo 
animal boing killed anywhoro in tho Domin- 
ion bocauso it was belioved to bo Buffering 
from pleuro-pueutnonia. If tho disease 
wero in any part of Canada this could not 
havo boon tho case. It would soon, if not, 
promptly checked, make itself known in a 
terrible way. 

This is what tho Hamilton Spoctutor says 
ubout this subjoct in its iBsao of tho.Ilth 
iust. : 

It is satiituotory to havo tho assurance o 



the provincial veterinarian that there' is no 
pleuro-pueutnonia in Manitoba. It was not 
thought that there waa ; but tho testimony 
of a gentleman who is supposed to know, to 
the effect that not u trace of tho disease can 
bo found auywhere within the four bound- 
aries of the Province, ia nevertheless com- 
forting. Hia opinion that thero hua not 
been u case of contugious pleuro-pneumonia 
in tho whole Dominion for u long timo 
past may bo of valuo, but unfortunatoly it 
does not disposo of tho littlo family un- 
pleasantness existing between tho Mother 
Country und ourselves. Tho British authori- 
ties porsiat in believing that tho disease 
actually lurks somowheru among our herdB, 
and as occasion aeetna to requiro a lung is 
held up in evidence which ia declured 
to contain all tho symptoms necessary 
to establish the case. It is in vain 
wo Bay that it cannot bo contagious 
pleuro-pneumonia, for if it were it 
would certainly manifest itself in a 
manner not to bo misunderstood. 
If we have choloru, it will show itself; it 
cannot exist without making ita presenco 
known; it will break out somewhere aoino 
time or other, and carry off an odd one of us 
now and then. And so with this dreaded 
cattle disease. If it exists wo must surely 
know it. But us u matter of fuct it never 
manifests itself excepting to thoso British 
experts on whoso report depends whether 
tho homo stock raisera ahall be subjected to 
the rivalry of the Canadian trude.

The civil service examinations which 
have beou in progress sinco Tuesday la?t 
wero concluded yesterday, and Rev. E. F.

Tho number of candidates this yoar has 
been considerably inerea.ed, seventeen 
taking the preliminary, nineteen the quali- 
fying, ono writing ono subject, and two 
the optionala. Tho majority of the class 
wero from this city and Vancouver. The 
subjects taken up wore much tho samo as in 
former years, tho list being us below : Pre- 
liminary — writing, orthography, arithmetic 
and reading; qualifying — writing, com- 
position, arithmetic, geography, history, 
grammar, orthography and transcription ; 
options — composition, translation, pieces, 
bookkeeping, stenography and typewriting. 

Mr. John Richardson, of the Miners' 
hotel, Lardeau, waa in Victoria the other 
day on business. Mr. Richardson is enthus- 
iastic over the prospects of tho district tri- 
butary to Lardeau. Four mileB from tho 
town is Pool's creek, a tributary to Fiah 
creek, which empties into Arrow lake ut 
Lardeau. On this creek W. li. Pool dis- 
covered a large ledgo of silver ore, which on 
assay went ovor 1,100 ounces of silver to the 
ton. Several other claims were ulso located 
here. On Boyd creek, also a tributary of 
Fish, and ten miles from Lardeau, a dozen 
claims have been located on a wide lodge, 
which aBsayed several hundred ounces to tho 
ton. Three colored prospectors, a little fur- 
ther on, di8covered a veritable mountain of 
galena, the ledgo being ovor eighty feet 
wido. The assays from the croppings only 
went 20 ounces in silver. Tho deposit, 
however, may prove a bonanza to its disoov- 
orors. There wero many other ledges locat- 
ed in tho vicinity of t'heso three creeks. 
Mr. Richardson ia of opinion that tho veins 
of silver in this district aro fully equal to 
tho Slocan and quite aa numerous, anil ia also 
assured that next year will see a largo 
advanco in their development. At Lardeau 
matters have been dull tho greater part of 
the aeaaon, in sympathy with other parts of 
Kootenay. A considerable portion of tho 
townsite was cleared and connecting trails 
made. Recently a wharf ha8 been con- 
structed out to deep water at tho lowest 
stage of tho lake, whieh will enable steamers 
to land at Lardeau the year round. A 
bridge ia alao to bo built acroas Fish creek, 
to replace tho ferry, and traila made 
to savo distance up to tho Fish 
creek and Trout lake mines. Mr. Rich- 
ardson saya that there is no reason why 
Lardeau should not build up rapidly aa soon 
as mining development begins. Tho town- 
site is tho finest in the district; there is 
abundant water for domestic use and for 
power; the mineB are as numerous and as 
rich aa any in West Kootenay, and it is his 
belief that Lardeau will have the same rapid 
advancement aa Kaslo experienced. The 
C. P.R. havo opened a telegraph office in the 
town, and it is understood that arrange 
monta have been made for excellent pussen 
gor and poatul service aa aoou aa the soaaon 
opons noxt year.

lioiirko Cochrane Vigorously Denounces the 
Proposition as Vicious in Principle 
und Fatal to the Democrats.

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LIFTING THE " SAN PEDRO." 



The Moran Brothers' Complete Pre- 
parations for the Great At- 
tempt of This Moi'mugr. 



Ten Pumps of Tremendons Cauaclty 
Placed With the Power on 
the Vessel's Deck. 



When the sun risea thtB morning tho San 
Pedro may bo lifted and righted so that her 
stern will be above water, but thoro is no 
expectation that her bow cm be drawn off 
Brotchio ledgo for some time yot. To-day's 
will, howover, be a very important move 
towards tho releaao of the vessel, which has 
for nearly two years defiod all tho efforts of 
tho successive " wrecking " parties. That 
the Moran brothers have been able to make 
the present attempt is an outcome of the 
agreement for reciprocity in wrecking be- 
tween tho United States and Canada which, 
after being for many years refused, oame 
into effect on tho 1st of July. Before that 
date only Canadian vessels could be em- 
ployed in an attempt to save a wreck in 
Canadian waters, and no wreckiug ap- 
pliances could bo brought in from the 
United States without the payment of an 
import duty which was practioally pro- 
hibitive. A similar law was in forco in 
United States waterB, and tho inconvoni- 
enco on both sides was great. When, 
however, the change took place the Moran 
brothers, of Seattle, eaw a good opening for 
cnterpriBO and woro prompt to take 
advantage of it. There are Bcven of 
tho brothers, and they are all Bkilled 
mechanics, engaged in a prosperous foundry 
enterprise. Tho mammoth pumping ma- 
chinery necessary for the groat undertak- 
ing thoy had constructed at their own foun- 
dry, and just a mouth ago thoy brought it 
over here on tho wrecking hulk Henry 
Buck, in the tow of the tugboat Rainier, 
and theso boats have remained in attend- 
ance upon tho work. A force of thirty 
men was employed, and while some ar 
ranged tho pumps in position, others did 
what was possible to stay the flow of water 
through tho hugo rents in tho bottom and 
sides of tho wreck. 

In all the other attempts at raising, the 
pumping power has been supplied by a fleet 
of steamers operating alongside tho wreck, 
and it has never been satisfactory or under 
tho desired control. On this occasion the 
pumps, and tho boilers for supplying the 
power for working them, have all been fixed 
on tho San Pedro. There aro ten eighteen- 
inch centrifugal pumps, each capablo of 
lifting sixty tons of water a minute, and 
their combined capacity is fully expected to 
considerably exceed the quantity of water 
which can pass through tho rents in the ves- 
sel's bottom ana sides, especially 
when the collision mats in readi- 
ness are placed in position. For 
an experiment, two of tho pumps were 
set to work a few days ago, in one of the 
forward holds where all previous attempts 
at lowering the water had altogether failed, 
and tho reBult was a lowering of ten inches 
in a couple of hourB. 

The collision mats, like everything eUe 
tho Moran brothers have provided, are of 
the most substantial character. A number 
of them have already been affixed, this hav- 
ing been done in each case where the divers 
could possibly got to work, but the largest 
of them all is hanging over tho side in readi 
nesa to bo placed alter tho pumping has con 
siderably lifted tho stern. This mat is (JO 
feet long by 30 feet broad, and consists of a 
double thickness of tho very beBt canvas, 
When Becured as intended it will prevent 
what would otherwise be an enormous in- 
flow of water through that part of tho side 
which is worst opened. To supply the 
power for the pumps there are thirteen 
large boilera, all affixed to tho forward 
deck, which is now out of water. The 
vessel ia so listed that the boilers could not 
be placed perfectly upright, bb deairod in 
order that they might work to tho best 
effect, but they aro so set that they can be 
used not only before but after she is 
righted. Large tanka havo been placed to 
hold the supply of fresh water required for 
the boilera, and provision has been made 
for replenishing them, the water to be 
brought out on a tender from shore during 
tne pumping. The fuel used, to give a 
quick fire, will bo wood, of which a great 
pile haa been provided. 

It will be a great sight when tho pumps 
are set to work, for the volume of water 
they throw ia trernendouB. In previous 
triala operatioua have been impeded by the 
fine coal obstructing the pumps, but there 
will bo thia time no trouble from this 
source, for tho suction ia so great that lumps 
of coal almost; twice the size of a man's 
head are drawn through. Tho coffer-dam 
built for tho last attempt at raising will be 
of material assistance in thia venture. 

Low tide ia deBired for tho lifting opera- 
tion, and this occurB at a very inconvenient 
hour. In the daytime there ia now an ebb 
of only a foot, but the ebb of the night tide 
is about five feot, and the water will bo at 
ita lowest at .'1 o'clock thia morning. At 
about that hour the pumps will bo set to 
work, and it may bo that the vessel will 
immediately begin to rise, and bo well above 
water within an hour. If so, tho Morun 
brothers anticipate no trouble in keeping 
her up while the patching required be- 
fore it will be sufe to have her pulled from 
her berth on the ledge ia attempted. If 
this attempt at lifting ifl not successful they 
will not abandon tho job, but will at once 
proceed with what further preparations the 
txperiouce has Bbown to bo necessary. 



FRANCO RUSSIAN ALLIANCE.

— Le Journal to-day pub- 
lishes un interview with Signor Crispi, ex- 
prime minister of Italy. Speaking with re- 
gard to the Franco-Prussian allianco, he 
said it seemed unnatural. It in no way 
Btrengthoned but rather compromised the 
peace of Europe, which tho triple alliance 
did not intend to affect. It would impel 
Great Britain to take extra precautions in 
the Mediterranean. Crispi believed the re- 
cent journey of tho Princo of Naples to 
Motz to witness tho German army man- 
oeuvres was a great mistake. Ho (Crispi) 
had in 1SS!) prevented King Humbert from 
visiting Strasburg, He denied that ho was 
tho uuthor of tho triplo alliance. When 
uakoi regarding the present outlook for 
Italy, Crispi said tho crisis was over.

A "KICK" FOR VICTORIA. 

To the Editor : — I was not amazed to 
note tho statement in your issue of this date 
that Victoria's position was misrepresented 
to tho Australian cricketers and other pas- 
sengers while at Vancouver. It is the 
usual practice of the average Vancouverite, 
not excepting CP. R. officials, to libel our 
charming and busy city to every traveler 
who suggests a visit to it. I have mot with 
bo many instances where tourists and busi- 
ness men havo been utterly mialed as to 
Victoria that I feol assured that we receive 
but ill will from the general manager to the 
train newsboy, connected with the famous 
Canadian transcontinental line. There is cer- 
tainly no objection to a Vancouver citizen 
praising his own town, andlmustcoufess that 
I admire tho Vancouveritea for their un- 
animity in tho work of promoting its in- 
terests in every particular. Wo are not ao 
unanimoua or patriotic in Victoria, which 
is a great pity and a detriment to our pro- 
gress. But I must Bay that tho numerous 
and potty devices that aro resorted to by 
tho railway pooplo to prevent Victoria from 
being known, and to hinder visitors from 
coming here, and compelling this city to 
fight tor every point, is in the strictest 
sense aggravating. Mr. 1). E. Brown, of 
tho U.P.R , visited tho Antipodes prior to 
tho starting of tho first Australian liner, 
What was the rcault? Victoria, although 
made a port of call for passengers and 
freight, in tho contract with tho Govern- 
ment, was left off the time table, omitted 
from tho maps, from the advertisements, 
and from the billa of lading. From tho 
first arrival to tho last, consignments to Vic- 
toria from Australia havo been billed to 
Vancouver, although shippers in moat 
cases havo been specially instructed to bill 
to Victoria. A consignee either had to 
givo a lottor of indemnity to tho 
steamor peoplo to secure tho landing of his 
goods hero or was compelled to pay §1 50 a 
ton lighterago back to Victoria, in tho lat- 
ter case delaying delivery a week or moro 
and adding coat. Of courae this keeping 
Victoria iu tho background will lie explained 
as an oversight or tho fault of tho Austra- 
lian agents, or some other plausible excuse; 
but we knuiv from paat experience exactly 
where the " nigger-in-tho-woodpile " is. 
Woro tho Oriental or Australian traveler 
acquainted with the situation there io 
scarcely one of them who would not prefer 
to buy his tickot to Victoria and wait for 
tho steamer, or rest after tho voyage, here. 
But whothor in Europo or America, Asia or 
Australia, tho passenger is urged to 
purchuBO to Vancouver, and I havo mot 
many of them who stated that if matters 
had not been misrepresented to them they 
wonld havo purchased for Victoria. Every 
little thing that will work to our disad- 
vantage is eagerly encouraged. Why, look 
at tho way Victoria has been treated by tho 
C. P. R. in tho matter of the " Empresses. " 
Think of the endeavor to injure us in the 
matter of theso Australian boats. Havo we 
not all along been compelled to " kick " and 
"growl" in order that we might receive 
half decent treatment in freight matters on 
the railway ? Hid they not endeavor to 
" cinch " ua when tho interstate commerce 
act was put in force? and would they not do 
it again if they had a chance ? Have you 
ever read of tho " damned with faint 
praise" guido book descriptions, of our "in- 
tricate and rocky harbor," of the easy, good- 
natured, pleasure • seeking characteristics 
we possess in " this Victoria of Vancouver?" 
Havo you evor talked to a C. P. R. employe 
while traveling and heard hia diaparagmeut 
of thia "Victoria of Vancouver? ,: — (A Bort 
of pretty suburb of this C. P. R. town, I 
suppose, is meant by this description.) 
Well, if you have read their pamphlets, 
have talked to employes great and small, or 
have had dealings with foreign agents as a 
passenger, or shipper or importer, or lived a 
few years in Victoria, you will be pretty 
well versed in the style of treatment this 
city receives from them. 

Now, Victorians need not anticipate any 
better treatment in tho future, and us tho 
only way to fight tho devil is with 
fire, the only way to counteract the 
continuous disparagement of Victoria, is for 
ita Council, or ita Board of Trade, or, if 
theso organizations ore not alive to the 
necessity, then by a combination of ita citi- 
zens, to furniah funda for advertising pro- 
tuaely everywhere the attractiona and busi- 
ness and proBpecU of Victoria If an at- 
tractive booklet, setting forth our position 
in the business world, our railway and 
stjamer connections, the desirability of our 
city as a place of residence, suitably illustra- 
ted, were printed by the million und circu 
luted widely, we would then be doing for 
ourselves what we should long ago havo uu- 
dertakeu. 

Seattle was very much in tho same posi- 
tion with tho Northern Pacidc and 
Tacotna as Victoria is with the 
C. P. R. and Vancouver. Seattle's citizens 
acted us ono man in fighting for their rights, 
and they won in couBequerice. Victoria ia 
in a better condition to strive for its place — 
it has accumulated wealth, established busi- 
ness and enoigetic business men. It haa the 
advantage of situation, climate and general 
improvements. All that ia necessary for 
Victoria to receive ita duo from the C. P.R. 
and its steamer lines, and to securo its fair 
share of travel, is unanimous and energetic 
work to the desired end on tho part of ita 
citizens. If tho C. P R wont advertise 
ua then let it bo done by ouraelvea. Our City 
Council, Board of Trade and importers 
should insist, and continue to insist, until 
Victoria secured what it ia only just and 
reasonable she should possess — considerate 
treatment at ull times from tho hands of B 
company to whoso freight, pasBenger and 
telt graph earnings she is such a largo con- 
tributor. Unity is strength, and if every 
Victorian ia determined to accomplish the 
ono end, it can bo reached, und that, too, 
quickly. Victoria First.

1*1 and !"03, it Bhall bo lawful 
for I ho Treasuror to pay out of the Municipal 
rovonuo for tho current yoar such sums of 
monoy as may be authorized from tlmo to tlmo 
by rotolutlon of tho Council of tho Corporation 
as aro sot forth In requialtions, which have 
boon properly recommended and approved and 
for which warrants havo boon authorized by 
tho Council to bo lssuod for tho services men- 
tioned in tho Statomonts lottorcd D, F and G, 
and Votos Nob. 17. 20, 2.', 24, 37 and 46, respec- 
tively, horoto annexod: Provldod that boforo 
making tho paymont the Auditor haa marked 
his Initials against tho total amount of tho 
vouchor to cortlfy to its correctness, and that 
tho Council havo authorized tho paymont, and 
that tho sums paid and authorized aro not In 
oach enso in tho aggregate in excess of tho sum 
named in tho above votes and statomonts. 

Sec. 2. This By law may ho cited as tho "Sup- 
plementary Hxpondlturo By-law, 1823."

THE POUND BY-LAW. 

Tho Municipal Council of tho Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria enacts aa fol- 
lows : 

Sec. 1. Lots 18, 10 ard 10 in Block 08 nnd in 
part of Block 73, SpriDg Ridge, Bltuato on 
Queens Avenue and Chamber street, or such 
other place or places as Bhall bo designated by 
tho Council from tlmo to tlmo, aro horoby 
established a City Pound, and Bhall bo main- 
tained as such by the Corporation of tho City 
of Victoria. 

See. 2. Tho Council may, from tlmo to tlmo, 
nppointa Pound-koeper nc such salary or re- 
muneration ns It may decide and appropriate 
out of tho annual rovonue. 

Sec. 3. Tho Pound-keeper may employ such 
nBsistnnt or iiBfilstants ub the council may, by 
resolution, au horlzo him bj to do; provided 
that the Council Iiiib named the remuneration 
and appropriated out of tho revenuo tho 
amount such assistant is to recoivo, and thut a 
warrant authorizing the payment bus tlrst been 
issued. 

Sec. 4. Tho Pound-kocpor shall glvo a bond 
to tho Corporation of tho City In tho penal 
sum of two hundred and fifty dollars, condi- 
tioned that tho Bald Pound-keeper Bhall woll 
and faithfully dischargo the duties of his ofll 'o, 
and shall regularly pay over all moneys to the 
Corporation which may como into his hunds as 
auch Pound-keopor. 

See. 5. Tho City Tronsurer sIibII furnish tho 
Poundkoepor with a book in which tho pound- 
keeper shall onter a description of every animal

has been paid, which bahiuco (if any) shall, 
prior to making tho return to the auditor, bo 
paid over to tho City Treasurer. 

Sec. G. Tl o Poundkeepor shall at the end of 
tho month make a return to tho City Auditor, 
in writing, comprising tho abovo Information, 
and any other information ho or tho auditor 
may deem nocessiry, which return shall bo 
vorlfled by statutory declaration of tlio Pound- 
koepor.

If any of tho animals mentioned in 
section 8 of this By law (oxcopt dogs registered 
us heroinafter-menlioucd), uro found at large, 
or trespassing within the limits of tho City of 
Victoria, or grazing, browsing, or feeding upon 
any of tho streets, squares, lanes, parks, alleys, 
or public placos of tho said city, or upon any 
unfonced lots or land wit£in tho city limits, it 
shall bo taken by tho Pound-keeper or his as- 
sistant, and driven, led, or carried to tho said 
City Pound, and bo thoro impounded, and It 
shall bo the duty of tho Pound keopor, so to im- 
pound such animals. 

Sec. 10. It Bhall bo unlawful for any pcreon 
to tie or tothcr any animul mentioned In sec- 
tion 8 of thia by-law in any street, lano, park, 
alloy, or other public placo ia tho CI c J for tho 
purpose of allowing euch animal to graze, 
browso, or feed upon any grass in tho Eaid 
stroots, lares, parks, alloys, or other public 
places in the city, and any person who violates 
the provisions of this section shall bo liablo to 
the ponalties provided by this by law, and the 
animal Bhall bo deemed a treepassor within 
tho city. 

Sec 11, Any person or persons who find any 
of the animals mentioned in section 8 of this 
by-law, running ut largo or trespassing within 
the city limits in contravention of this by-law, 
may drive, leud or carry tho said animal to the 
said pound, and it shall bo tho duty of the 
Pound kecpor to recoivo and impound tho 
same. 

Sec. 12. It shall ho the duty of all ofllccrs and 
constables of the police force of the said city, 
whenever tbey see or meet any of tho animals 
mentioned In sec'.ion 8 of thia by-law running 
at largo, or treapusslng within tho city limits 
in contravention of this by-law, or whenever 
their attention is directed by any person to any 
such animal running at largo or trespassing, us 
aforesaid, to immediately tako chargo of such 
animal, and drive, lead or c.irry, or cause tho 
same to be driven, led or carried to tho pound. 

Sec. 13. Tho Pound-keeper ahull daily furnish 
nil animals impounded in the City Pound with 
good und snlllcient food, water and shelter, 
ami for so doing shall demand and recoivo 
from tho respectivo owners of such animals, or 
from tho keepers or persons in whoso chargo 
tho animals ought to be, for tho uso of tho Cor- 
poration, tho following ullowanco over and 
abovo the fees for Impounding, namely; 

For ench horso, uas mule, bull, cow or other 
cuttle, 50 cents per day. 

Fur oach swine, hog, sheep or goat, or other 
animal, 25 cents per day.

Sec. 11. If the j wi; or of any animal Impound- 
ed, or any othor peroon entitled to redeem tho 
samo, shall appearand claim such animal at 
any tinio before the sale thereof, it shall bo tlio 
duty of the Pound-keeper, or his assistant, to 
deliver up tho same on receiving tho amount 
in full of tho penalty and the allowance, and 
the expenses chargeable for oach and overy 
animal, nnd in addition thorelo, If tho animal 
redeemed is a dog, tlio annual tax therefor.

To how great an extent general philan- 
thropic and religious matters have a 
claim on her time and purse is a con- 
tinually recurring question in tho mind 
of many a kindly and conscientious 
woman already overburdened by tho re 
sponsibilities entailed by her immediate 
family and a limited income. The Sun- 
day school superintendent wishes her to 
take charge of a class; some wealthy 
friend, who in the absence of household 
cares has taken to "slumming," as tho 
English so aptly express it, tacitly re- 
proaches her for her lukewarmness in 
the matter of district visiting; sho is 
bidden to "teach tho orphan boy to read 
and teach the orphan girl to sew," and 
to buy and sell tickets for everlastingly 
recurring church fairs and to contribute 
to philanthropic enterprises of all sorts. 

If sho constantly refuses to givo time 
and money to those who ask in tho name 
of charity or piety, she feels that she ap- 
pears mean, selfish and indifferent. Yet 
her own family have certainly the first 
claim upon her. There are her children 
to be clothed and educated, her house- 
hold to be kept in order, her husband's 
income to be administered to tho best 
advantage, and quite likely it is hardly 
earned and there is a use for every penny 
of it. 

Under such circumstances sho will do 
well to ask herself if she is justified in 
giving her attention to those outside de- 
mands which multiply in proportion as 
they aro satisfied. If sho is reasonable, 
she will come to the conclusion that just 
so far as such demands encroach upon 
her duty to her family and herself — and 
she must not forget that she does owe it 
to herself as well as to them to keep 
abreast of her husband and children in- 
tellectually — just so far aro they to bo 
disregarded. 

She will find many opportunities of 
quietly assisting others by word or deed 
without committing herself to tho direc- 
tion of any complicated philanthropic 
system, which, however beneficial in its 
general results, involves tho wasto of a 
certain proportion of individual time and 
money by reason of the very mechanism 
by which it is kept up. And she will 
leave tho presiding ovor committee meet- 
ings, tho promoting of fairs, tho peddling 
•of tickets and tho slumming to unen- 
cumbered women or thoso wealthy ones 
■who employ a nurse and housekeeper to 
attend to their homo duties,

DYNAMITE A.T MARSEILLES. 

Street Car Strikers Attempt to Blow Up the 
llesldeuee of General MatUellu. 

Marseilles, Nov. 17— At midnight an 
attemp; was made to blow up the ollioial 
residence of (Jen. Matholin, oommander of 
tho Fifteenth corps. Tho liouso ie sur- 
rounded by a high wall, into which niches 
for sentry boxes aro built, though owing to 
the lato (|uiot condition of affairs no aontnea 
have occupied them. Cases of dynamite were 
placed in theso niches, also one in a hallway 
of the house, and one in the orderlies' room, 
adjoining the apartments occupied by thu 
General. About midnight tho last men- 
tioned bomb exploded with foarful force, 
shattering the walls, breaking every 
panu of glass in the house and tho adjoining 
houso, aud badly damaging tho building oc- 
cupied by a girls' school and tho octroi or 
food tax buildings opposito tho General's re- 
sidence. In Tact the force was so greut it 
was felt a mile away. Tho supposition is 
that tho dynamiters expected tho first con- 
cussion to sot off all the other cases. Had 
this occurred there would have been u great 
destruction of property and heavy loss of 
life. As it was, nobody was hurt. Tho 
outrage is supposed to bo the work of street 
cur sLrikerH, whoso striko was dofeated hy 
the aid of soldiers. A rigid investigation 
into tho affair is in progress. Tho police 
havo arrested forty anarchists, including ten 
foreigners. 

FEMALE ENFRANCHISEMENT. 

A Motion With This Olu'ect In View Passes 
the British House of Commons. 

London, Nov. 17.— Tho debate on tho 
parish council or local government bill occu- 
pied till tho timo in tho Houso of Commons 
laBt evening. Walter McLaren, Radical 
member for tho Crowe division of Cheshire 
and a pronounced woman's suffragist, moved 
that the committee bo instructed to insert 
in tho bill a provision enfranchising women, 



who would be entitled, if they were men, to 
vote in looal government and parliamentary 
elections. Henry Fowler, president of tho 
looal government board, opposed for tho 
ministry Mr. McLaren's motion. Women 
already possessing the right to vote on local 
affairs, ho said, would havo aUo the right 
to vote for parish councillors. 

Tho multiplication of amendments threat- 
ened to prolong tho debate indefinitely and 
to suffocate tho bill. Tho House then 
divided on Mr. McLaren's motion, which 
was carried by a vote of 147 to 120. Tho 
announcement that tho Government had 
been defeated by a majority of twenty-ono 
was greeted with ironical cheers from tho 
Unionists, and shouts of " resign." Among 
thuso voting against tho Government were 
Sir Charles Uilko, advanced Radical; James 
Stunafeld, Radical, and former president of 
tho local government board ; Justin Mc- 
Carthy, leader of tho anti-Parnollites ; John 
Long, advanced Liberal ; John Burns, tho 
labor agitator ; Edward Blake, tho Irish 
Nationalist from Canada, and William 
O'Urien, anti-Pamellito.

Washington, Nov. 17.— A cipher tele- 
gram received by the Navy department this 
evening from Captain Picking, under to- 
day's dato, from Rio Janerio, is looked upon 
as significant and possibly indicating a 
weakening of tho strength of tho insurgent 
fleet under Admiral Mollo. Tho transla- 
tion of tho despatch was as follows: "Repre- 
sentatives of eight nations, including your 
own, have decided not to pormit muni 
tions of war to bo landed at Rio 
Santos, which is still In possession 
of tho Brazilian government, and connected 
with Rio Janeiro by railway. Munitions of 
war fur Rio Janeiro can be landed at Santos. 
Yesterday the insurgents dressed ship. Tho 
Brazilian government forces fired a national 
salute in honor of the anniversary of tho es- 
tablishment of tho republic." Tho only 
interpretation to bo put upon this de- 
spatch Ifl that the national represent 
utives at Rio have decided that 
there shall bo no intorferenco with commerce 
and have formally informed tho insurgent 
gentleman that they will prevent it. Tho 
probabilities are— and this is the view taken 
by Government officials hero — that this 
action weakens Mello very much, for if ho 
cannot cIobo the port of Kio and bring that 
city into subjection, it cannot be conjectured 
how ho can make his rebellion successful. 
It looks to naval tllicers very much as if 
Mello had been badly crippled. 

This action is in lino with that indicated 
in previous despatches from Capt. Picking, 
to tho effeot that the foreign representatives 
had, after conferences, notified Admiral 
Mello that he must respect the nationality 
of any lighter engaged in unloading vessels 
andllyingtho Hag at its bow indicating its 
nationality. It appears that a strong effort 
has been "mado to give Mello not a single 
cxcubb to liro upon tho city. An 
agreement was made some time 
ago that thero should bo no firing 
between tho forces of Rio and the insur- 
gents in tho bay. This was violated on sev- 
eral occasions, though no damage resulted. 
To day's despatches indicate that tho naval 
ollicers on duty thero in the protection of 
foreign interests hud determined that this 
agreement should be enforced, for 
thia last notice is the result of 
tho concerted action in the past of tho 
allied powers to prevent any firing upon tho 
city and any damage to commerce by eithor 
sido. The restriction thuB imposed as to tho 
landing of munitions of war treuts both 
sides alike, but the advantage is with tho 
existing government by reason of its con- 
nection with Santos. 

This act is construed by tho officials hero 
to indicate that Admiral Mello doeB not 
think the present, at least, is tho proper 
time to espouse the cause of a monarchy, 
for, had he dono so, ho would havo run up 
tho Imperial ensign in defiance of tho salute 
from tho guns of the loyal fort. His action 
is thus putting for the evidences of Republican 
patriotism, oven if they were meaningless. 
It was not encouraging to Mflllo's friends 
on shore, as tho officials hero look at it. 

Tho moat tenable construction placed 
upon this incident is that the insurgent 
admiral believes tho reoublic to be the 
popular s'dc. In view of this edict of tho 
Naval representatives, Admiral Alello will 
have to got his supplies by water, if the 
vessels carrying them can success- 
fully paaB tho government forts down 
the buy. Tho occasion was a feto day, und 
was celebrated as the anniversary ot tho 
establishment of the republio, and in dry- 
ing their vessels it would look as if the in- 
surgents, if they were honest, were endeav- 
oring to outdo tho loyal forts in evi- 
dences of loyalty. It is interesting to 
know what will become of tho El 
Cid and her followers when they 
shall arrive. It is said hero that tho action 
to day cannot prevent a meeting between 
the insurgent and the loyal warships. This 
fighting would take place in tho bay with 
tho probability of only a stray shot reaching 
tho city. It is probable then that wheu 
El Cid und her consorts arrivo, a naval 
battlo will tako placo and tho warships 
now at Rio will permit the engagement to 
go on so long as commerco and tho city are 
not molested. Should Admiral Mello bo 
able to org iniza an effective land force and 
•Attack the city in that way, the conditions 
would be materially changed, but that con- 
tingency does not at present appear likely.

What is Now Being Done— Smelter 
Men Looking Round— Wealth 
of Riches. 

(Spokane Review.) 
I am now convinced that I would have 
been a great deal better off, financially, it 
I had not been influenced by malicious re- 
ports to koep away from tho Slocin coun- 
try," said O. Roberts, a thoroughly practi- 
cal mining man of Montana, now operating 
in tho Libby creek country, with head- 
quarters at Troy. "I went up lately to 
sitisfy myself as to tho conflicting accounts, 
whether it waB a real estato boom or a legiti- 
mate mining camp. I was agreeably sur- 
prised to find that instead nf exaggeration 
the country is far richer than had been 
represented. 

Mr. Roberts visited the Slocan Star, Dar- 
danelles, Freddie Lee, Noble Five, Eureka 
group, Solo, Mountain Chief, Idaho, Wash- 
ington and other working mines, besides 
numerous prospects. Ho also examined tho 
customs house records und found that about 
005 tons of ore had been shipped this year 
up to October 21. After deduoting $80, tho 
estimated expenso of mining, teaming, boat, 
railroad and smelting charges, with duty 
added, thero was a net profit of §73 to the 
ton. Tho invoice valuo of the shipments 
was §97,081, based upon accurate returns 
from the smelters to tho custom-house for 
the purposo of charging up tho duty on the 
lead. 

"Reliable estimates," said Mr. Roberts, 
•'give 1,000 tons of oro in sight at tho 
Slocan Star. Half of this will bo brought 
down tho wagon road at once for shipment 
and another 500 tons will be shipped during 
tho winter. The Freddie Leo will ship 500 
tons this winter. The Dardanelles is pre- 
pared to tako out fivo tons a duys. Tho 
Washington hns mado only ono shipment 
Bince August 7, but has seventy fivo horses 
picking from the mine to thu road, I un- 
derstood from one of tho owners of the pack 
train that they will be compelled to increase 
their stock in ordor to keep tho oro away 
from tho dump. 

" One claim to the Grady group has been 
bonded for §75,000 It Bhows seven feet 
eight inches of clean oro in tho tunnel. It 
is to bo fully developed this winter, und 
will probably ship considerable oro. A 
large amount of work is mapped out on the 
Noonday I did not learn whether the 
Mountain Chief or tho Noble Five will ship 
this winter. or not. Gcorgo Hughes of th 
Mountain Chief has been very busy in car 
ryiug out his contracts for packing out oro 
from other mines, but has found time to do 
a great deal of work on his own property, 
which is ono of tiro finest iu tho country. 

" They are drifting and tunneling on tho 
Freddie Leo. 1 hud been hearing at various 
limes all summer that this mine had pinched 
out. It miiBt havo had somo secret enemies, 
for I can aannro you that it is ono of tho best 
looking properties in the camp— that is, if I 
may sot up my opinion against fathorless ru- 
mors. 

" Thero are now employed between ,100 
and 400 horBes, and from 200 to 300 men,
